POLICE FOIL PLOT TO SLAV TRACTION"dilEfSHITISJ 


Women Add 
Officers Battle 


New York, Oct. 6.—The police 


promised more arrests today in 
connection with an alleged plot to 
kill President Theodore P. Shouts 
of the Interborongh Rapid Tran- 
sit company, and Frank Hedley, 
manager of the Hew York Kail- 
ways company. Two men, said to 
be striking subway guards, arrest- 
ed early this morning, were held 
on charges of stoning an elevated 
train. The police declared they 
had evidence that these men were 
involved in the supposed conspir- 
acy but refrained from bringing 
such a charge against them until 
others were arrested. 


According to detectives, one .of 


them who posed as a striker, got 
evidence ten days ago that plans 
were being laid to kill Shouts and 
lleilley. 
The two traction offi- 


cials were warned and given per- 
mission to carry pistols. The two 
men now under arrest were close- 
ly watched until last night when 
they were seen taking part in an 
attack upon an 
elevated train. 


Tim prisoners, who 
gave 
their 


names as Oscar Wallace and John 
yiiecran, were questioned for sev- 
eral hours today, but the police 
taid that to reveal the result of 
this examination might 
hamper 


them in continuing" the investiga- 
tion.

Spurred on by the exhortations 


of "Mother'' fonts, labor agita- 
tor, three hundred wives and 
wom- 


en relatives of striking street car 
men, battled with the police late 
yesterday. 
Night sticks were 


swung right and left by the police 
and many of the women were 
bruised. Scores of the 
rioters 


carried babies in their arms. 


A crowd of strikers who 
; had 


congregated around the uptown; 
hall wlicre the meeting .addressed 
by "Mother" Jones was held, en- 
tered the fray on the side of the 
women and were driving back the 
few patrolmen on the scene when 
an automobile load of blue coat- 
ed reinforcements arrived. 
The 


reserves plunged into the midst 
of the struggling mob and wielded 
their dubs without mercy. 
AVhen 


the rioters finally fled they left 
nine prisoners—six women and' 
three men—in the hands of the 
police.

British *f .and Fleet" A Failure, Says Berlin 


Berlin, Oct. 6.—(Wireless to 


Sayville)—The British armored 
motor cars which were used for 
the first time in the general ad- 
vance on the Somme front last 
month, are a failure, the Over- 
seas News Agency says. "One of 
the tanks, built in Norfolk, Eng- 
land, became hopelessly entan- 


gled in barbed wire1', sayi the 
News Agency. "Another tank was 
•disabled by one shell while ad- 
vancing at a point north of Flew. 
The ammunition which it con- 
tained, exploded and it burned 
up. Two other tanks were util- 
ized in an attack at 7 a. m. oh 
September 5, on the quillemoht- 


Combles road. One of them was 
blown up with a hand grenade 
when it had approached to within 
thirty yards of the German tren- 
ches. At the last moment its oc- 
cupants despatched 
a carrier 


pigeon from this modern Noah's 
Ark. Six machine guns were cap- 
tured by the Germans. The other 


tank crawled to the southern edge 
of Leuze Wood and was burned 
up. "Only one of these land 
cruisers succeeded in 
crossing 


our trenches. This one was an 
nihilated by a shell on the road 
to Ligny.Thilloy.

TWO M EN KILLED B Y N & W TRAIN 


Neudoerfer &Silcox 
Truck Run Down At 


Gay Street Crossing 


In one of the worst railway crossing accidents in the history 


of the city the lives of two men were sacrificed and a truck valued 
at 52,400 was completely wrecked at 11:30 Friday morning when 
N. & W. passenger train No. 16, which leaves here at 11:40, crash- 
ed into it at Eleventh and Gay streets. 


wade Gray, aged 25, who was driving the truck owned by 


Neudoerfer and Silcox, local wholesale grocers, was injured so 
seriously that his death ensued 20 minutw later, in the Hempstead 
hospital. Lemuel S. Martin, aged 30, who shared the front seat 
of the truck, was instantly killed. The bodies of the two men were 
found alongside of the high board fence near what is known as the 
'North End Cut." 


Gray's body was not identified until within a few minutes of 


the time he passed away, identification being established by a 
brother-in-law, A. M. Adams, of Pnllerton, Ky. Gray just two 
weeks ago re-entered the employ of Neudoerfer and Silcox as a 
driver of their truck. It is presumed that Martin w»» a fnend of 
Gray and when he net him he climbed on the front seat of the ma- 
chine little dreaming that he was riding to a tragic death, his hfe 
being snuffed out in a twinkling when the ponderous engine draw- 


ing N. & W. train No. 16 struck the truck.

As the years brought on an increasing ratio of deaths to

company has found itself unable to maintain itself, without im- 
posing higher rates. In fixing the rates the general principle of 
making the older membership pay in proportion to the insurance 
they had so far received. That is the long-time member, if he had 


die-it, stood to get more insurance than the dues he had paid war- 
ranted, on the principle of mutuality. 
This equalizing 
policy 


eansed much dissatisfaction, while the rate increase was unpopu- 
lar all around.

Iliat primary principle and the ordinary interpretation of covenant 
anil agreement do hot apply to a mutual assessment policy. Thus 
it is that if an order issue a policy, in which it is stipulated- the 
member shall pay certain dues, the provision as to the dues, is 
neither fixed nor unalterable and the order may afterwards im- 
pose such additional dues as will, according to mortuary 
experi- 


ence provide a surplus fund that will insure every member the full 
payment of his policy. The reason for this is mutual 
assessment 


organizations are for the common protection of members and not 
for pain. It may seem a hardship to a member, 
that having for 


ten or twenty years paid certain dues, he should now have those 
ilues do'ubleel, or even quadrupled, hut the fact remains that these 
larecr payments make bis average the insurance he should contrib- 
ute to bis fellow-member just and fair.

realizes that they speak a purer type of English than do college 
men, -bases bis grown wisdom on the belief that 'tbe nearer the 
sources the purer the issue therefrom.'

The plural 'you' is 


unhappy and misleading. A plural that not only menus something 
but can't be misunderstood should be welcomed, not apologized for;
